No. E-11014/7/95-Hndi.—'flic Government of India in 
the Ministry ox Food have decided to introduce a scheme 
for awarding cash prizes to those Writers who write original 
books in Hindi on the subjects concerning the Minis 
try. The main features of the scheme are as under :— 

1, Name of the Scheme : 


5.4 The books once awarded a prize under any other 
.scheme run by the Govt, of India or a State Govt, or 
Admin stration or the Union Territory shall be ineligible 
for entry under this scheme. 

5.5 Any author may submit more than one entry fot 
the award of the pr ze. No author shall, however, bo en¬ 
titled to the award for more than one prize under th# 
scheme in any particular block of two yeans. 


The scheme will be called "Khadya Mantralaya Puruskar 
Yojna”. 

2, Objectives of the Scheme : 

Tho scheme alms at encouraging Indian authors to write 
original books in Hindi on the subjects concerning the Minis¬ 
try of Food. The following subjects have been ident lied 
for this purpose :•— 

(1) Storage and storage practices, 

(2) Procurement of foodgrains and its contribution to 
the economy, 

(3) Foreign exchange and sugar industry. 

(4) Role of Indian Sugat Industry and its muderniza-.

(5) Food management at macro level anil Hood Policy.

5.6 The award of the prize/prizes shall be withheld if no 
book/manuscript is adjudged to qualify for the award Of 
prize during the prescribed period of two years.
